THE STUDIED POLICY OF THE RE- 
PUBLICAN PARTY, 


INFAMOUS ELECTION BILL 


GVill be Forced Through in Order to Make 
the Next House Surely Republican—Mr, 
Blount to Succeed Mr. Randall.

Wasuixctoy, May 7.—[Special.]—The re- 
publican party 1s determined to force a federal 
election law upon the people of the south. 

They have a caucus committee especially ap- 
d to pass upon the measures already in- 
troduced, and to report a bill that can be 
fashed through under Reed’s gag rules with- 
out much debate. Reed is chairman of the 
committee, while Henry Cabot Lodge is first 
lieutenant. They have considered all the 
pills. The favorite measure seems to be one 
just drawn up by Chairman Powell of the 
elections committee. It is innocent on its 
face, but beneath the surface it is the most 
vicious measure yet prepared. It provides 
for the states to hold their own elections, and 
for the returns of the same to be made as they 
are now made to the clerk of the house. 
However, there is to be a federal 
returning board or board of supervisors; who 
are to oversee matters, and who are allowed to 
make returns to the clerk of the house if they 
think the returns of the state board are incor- 
rect. If only one certificate is received by the 
clerk of the house, the member is allowed to 
take his seat. However, if the federal board 
sonds in a protest, neither member is allowed 
to take his seat, but the house is to decide by 
gote who is entitled to it. Now a republican 
clerk will organize the next house, and amder 
this bill he can make .it republican, even 
though the democrats have twenty majority. 
Jt can simply be arranged for twenty or thirty 
southern seats to be contested. These men, 
then, cannot take their seats at the opening of 
the session, which will leave a republican ma- 
jority at the organization, which majority can 
seat enough republicans from the con- 
tested districts to hold the _ house. 
The action of the republican party this ses- 
sion shows that they will not hesitate at any- 
thing to get and hold a majority. The com- 
mittee have not reported a bill yet, but it is 

lieved the majority will favor the vicious 
Powell measures. 

MR. BLOUNT WILL BE APPOINTED. 

Mr. Blount, of Georgia, will succeed the 
late Sam Randall on the committee on rules. 
At least Speaker Reed has stated that he 
would appoint Mr. Blount. The appointment 
wras to have been made today, but Mr. Reed 
neglected to announce it. It might be an- 
nouned tomorrow. 

SAMPLE REPUBLICAN HONESTY. 

Chairman Powell, of the elections commit- 
tee, today presented a report to the house in 
the McDuftie-Turpin case, from Alabama, in 
favor of seating McDufiie, the republican. 
This is the case that was decided solely on the 
ground that the census of 18850 shows the ne- 
groes are in the majority in the district. Mr. 
Powell consumed 160 pages of legal paper in 
writing the report. It is the longest ever pre- 
sented to the house. 

THE COMMITTEE RETURNS. 

The house committee sent south to investi- 
gate federal court officials returned teday. Col- 
onel Oates says they found no rascality of any 
sort in Georgia, but in parts of Alabama there 
was considerable unearthed. Indeed, it was 
found where the government has been system- 
atically robbed by witness fees, etc., for a long 
time in Alabama. 

GEORGIA BRIDAL COUPLES. 

Three Georgia bridal couples came in on the 
game train yesterday.

COLONEL OATES COMPROMISES. 

Colonel Oates, of Alabama, has compro- 
mised his case against the street railroad com- 
pany here. Last January, when on his way 
to the capitol cocked and primed for a great 
speech, as he always makes, against Reed’s 
gag rules, he was thrown from a street car by 
pross carelessness of the conductor in starting 
the car before he had alighted.

The Jones Bill Taken Up and Several Amend- 
ments Offéred. ° : 

WASHINGTON, May 7.—In the seriate, Mr. 
Gibson presented a resolution of the M sagen 
Di£iver improvement convention, lately held 
in Vicksburg, and of the southern press assoc‘a- 
tion, recently in session in Charleston, S. C., 
in favor of the levee system fand of the Eads 
System.

His 
judgment was that the silver bill was the most 
important bilion the calendar; that it ought 
to be disposed of, and that it had been un- 
reasonably delayed. | 

Mr. Stewart’s request was supported by sev- 
eral republican senators, on the ground that 
Mr. Jone3, of Nevada, who as charge of the 
bill, is absent from the city, and desired the 
postponement. 

Mr. Vest’s objection prevailed, and. consid- 
eration of the silver bill was then proceeded 
with. 

Mr. Sherman moved to amend the bill by 
inserting, as a new section, a provision repeal- 
ing all laws that require money deposited in 
the treasury under section 5,222 of the Revised 
Statutes to be held as a special fund for the 
redemption of national bank notes and cover- 
ing such money into the treasury, also covering 
into the treasury such sums deposited under 
section 4 0f the act of June 20, 1874, ‘fixing 
the amount of United States notes (being sec- 
tion 6 of the longer bil)).’

THE CANADIAN HORROR. 


The Loss of Life Placed at About One Hun- 
dred, 

LONGUE PornTE, Quebec, May 7.—The sis- 
ter superior of the nuns who conducted the 
burned asylum, places the loss of life by yes- 
terday’s fire at twenty, possibiy fifty, and Dr. 
Duquet, government medical inspector, thinks 
the loss will reach at least sixty. The con- 
census of opinion is that it will not be 
less tian one hundred, and per- 
haps. double that amount. One hundred 
male patients were quartered, last night in the 
stables of the institution, and 100 females in 
the laundry. The loss is placed as high as 
$1,500,000; insurance, $500,000, in the Royal 
of London. Dr. Duquet asserts that the 
supposition is not correct that all the men 
patients were saved, as:‘some perished. 

As the full details of the Longue Pointe 
asvluim tire became known the horror is intensi- 
tied. It is known by the last report to the 
Quebec government that there were 1,780 in- 
mates instead of 1,300, and this much is cer- 
tain that no one will ever know the number of 
victims. From collateral information it must 
be that there are 150 dead. It is now known 
that many of the wards were locked and in 
cases where the firemen did not beak in doors 
whole rooms full perished miserably. 


A Little Girl Burned to Death. 


DurnAm, N.C., May 7.—[{Special.]—There 
was a terrible scene on the street here today. 
Lotta Waters, a bright-eyed, 12-year-old 
daughter of a widow lady, was burned to a 
crisp. The little girl was kindling a flre in 
the kitchen, and she poured kerosene oil from 
acan. The fire ignited and the flames leaped 
up to the can. An explosion followed, and the 
‘poor child screaming, rushed into the street 
with her entire body enveloped in flames. Her 
brother rushed to her side, and_ tried to 
smother the flames, but was only burned him- 
self as a result @f his effort. Lotta struggled 
bravely, but soon died. Every piece of cloth- 
ing was burned from her body.

There 
wer? about ninety members on the republican 
side and fifty on the democratic side of the main 
aisle, when Major McKinley marched in and 
began arranging a great pile of legal books and 
documents on his desk. He care!esslx glanced 
up toward the galleries, and a look of %urprise 
overcast his countenance as he contemplated 
the slim crowd there, for the opening of the 
great tariff debate has always attracted not 
only the Washingtonians but spectators from 
a distance. When the debate on the Mills 
bill began there was.a great crush, and seats 
could not be procured: for love nor money. 
Before the debate began Mr. Mills, in lieu of 
ex-Speaker Carlisle, whoisin Kentucky attend- 
ing the funeral of the late Senator Beck, made 
a Vigorous protest against the short time 
alloted for genéral debate (four days) and re- 
ferred with pardonable pride to the fact that 
the democrats gave twenty-three days during 
the great debate of 1888; but ‘of 
course it was never expected that the 
republicans would heed remonsirance.

MAJOR M’KINLEY’S SPEECH: 

Major McKinley launched the debate 
bravely, considering the discouraging © cir- 
cumstances, and with grave and solemn mein 
rehearsed the same old speech he has made 
in congress and on the stump for years. It 
fell rather flat, and it was with an effort that 
the organized clique on the republican side 
kept up a show of enthusiasm. There seemed 
to be something lacking. Throughout, the 
speech was weak, and replete with sophistry, 
fallacies and special pleading. He made an 
especial effort to throw dustin the eyes of the 
farmers by dwelling upon the paper duties 
contained in the agricultural schedule, and- 
alluded with considerable earnestness to the 
growth of manufacturing of Brussels tapestry, 
which he designated ‘‘the poor man’s carpet.”’ 
He concluded his peroration with an eloquent 
apostrophe to the universal prosperity of the 
country under the protective system, which 
will doubtless strike harshly on the ears of the 
toiling strikers allover the country, the tax- 
ridden farmers of Georgia and of the south, 
and the corn-burners of the west. 

MR. MILLS SPEAKS. 

Mr. Mills, who followed, made a masterly 
and brilliant speech in every particular. The 
radical difference between McKinley and 
Mills was that the former taiked of the inter 
ests of the capitalist and employer, while the 
latter argued the case of the people. Mr. 
Mills reduced the problem to the compass of a 
nutsheil, when he said tlt if protection was 
a good thing then it ought to be extended toali, 
and there should be no favoritism, and if it did 
extend to all,as the republicans claimed, 
then it neutralized itself, and ‘‘protected’’ no 
one. The whole system was for the enrich- 
ment of one-class at the expense of another, 
and the republiean party confronted the peo- 
ple with the McKinley bill, and like a high- 
way robber told them to stand and deliver. 
Mr. Mills was interrupted time and again with 
most tumultuous applause. It was the great- 
est speech of his life.

JUDGE STEWART SPEAKS.

THE FROST IN MAY. 


Vegetation Considerably Nipped in Illinois 
and Missouri. 

PEKIN, Ill., May 7.—A heavy frost settled 
down here early yesterday morning and ice 
formed. The strawberry crop, and peaches 
and pears, are very badly damaged. At Mount 
Carroll, Illinois, the drought was broken Tues- 
day, but a heavy frost later did more damage 
to grain and fruit than the rain did benefit. 
The prospect for fruit was never poorer than 
now. 

At Springfield, Illinois, vegetation was 
covered with a white hoar-frost yesterday 
morning, and gerden vegetables are distinctly 
nipped. Information from the country reports 
it to be a killing frost, affecting vegetables and 
possibly fruits. No indication is given as to 
whether it has damaged winter wheat. Ice 
was formed in this city. 

Dispatches received from points in this state 
and Iowa show that frosts were quite general 
last night and the night before. Fruits and 
vegetables are reported seriously damaged. 

A FREEZE IN MISSOURI. 

St. Lovis, May 7.—Heavy frosts are re- 
ported from various sections of this state, and 
itis feared that the wheat crop has been 
injured. In many places small  fraits 
were destroyed, while in others 
trees in bloom suffered considerably. The 
frost was particularly heavy in Pike and An- 
drain counties, in both places ice forming and

Bishop 
John. C, Keener, of Louisiana, the senior 
bishop of the church, presided, anf opened the 
conference with religious exercises aided by 
the other bishops. 

The eight bishops of the church were present 
and on the platform, namely: Bishops 
Keener, Wilson, Granberry, Hargrove, Dun- 
can, Galloway, Hendrix and Key. 

Cver three hundred delegates are present. 

Rey. Dr. W. P. Harrison, the book editor of 
the: church, and a native of Georgia, was 
elected secretary of the conference. Rev. Dr. 
Candler, of Georgia, was elected first and 
assistant secretary. Drs. Tigert and Mason 
were elected assistant secretaries. 

_ There are delegates here from an area of 
country stretching from Maryland to the 
Pacific coast; two from China and two from 
Brazil. : , 
THE CHINAMAN PRESENT. 

Rev. C. K, Marshall, from China, is a na- 
tive Chinaman, and sits in the body clothed in 
the Chinese costume. He seems to be a very 
intelligent man. 

Bishop A. W. Wilson, of Baltimore, read 
the quadrennial pastoral address of the bishops. 

THE BISHOPS’ LETTER. _ 

The pastoral letter is very lengthy and re- 
lates to the affairs of the church at home and 
abroad. Among the more interesting features 
of the letter are the following: F 

The conduct of the affairs of the church 
during the quadrennial period has been at- 
tended with as little difficulty as can be ex- 
pected under any system understood by men. 
With few exceptions preachers have been 
blameless, nor have. we to mourn many 


| departures from rectitude and propriety of life 


among our members. <A close inspection and 
and more vigorous application of the discipline 
would, perhaps, have brought to light offenses 
that have escaped publication and censure,but 
it may be questioned if, in any age or under 
any conditions, the church has enjoyed greater 
freedom from the vices and sins that 
dishonor humanity and exclude from 
the kingdom of God. Asa whole the adminisr 
tration has been faithful, and we command ou- 
ystem as thoroughly effective and suited to 
the conditions and needs of our widely ex- 
tended territory. Before referring specially 
to the institutions and enterprises of the 
church we should take note of its estimated 
forces and increase, made _ since the last 
general conference. Four years ago there were 
reported in the general minutes 4,406 traveling 
preachers of which number 3,885 were effective. 
The report of last year shows 4,862, of which 
4% 5 are effective, an increase of 456in the 
itinerant ranks. The local ministry has grown 
in the same period from = 5,945 to 
6,269, an addition of 3,260... There were, ac- 
cording tothe minutes of 1585, 180,645 mem- 


bers. The last returns gave 11,661,019, an in- 
| credse of 1,535,554. 


The whole. number of 
preachers and members at present is 1,177,150, 
aun addition to the force in tour years of 186,156. 
The last general conference directed the 
college of bishops to include foreign missions 
in their plan of visitation, and to give them, in 
common with the church at home, immediate 
supervision. 

In compliance with this requirement China, 
Japan and Brazil haye each been visited twice 
and Mexico aunvaliy. Results have justified 
the measure. Fn China our oldest, and we 
must consider it our most import mission, we 
are suffering for want of men. 

Japan, our latest mission, has been so ccm- 
pactly and effectively organized, and has 
wrought so successfully, that its members feel 
impelled to ask that they be admitted into the 
annual conference. The thoroughness of our 
adniinistration and the reasons given in their 
memorial, seem to us to justify the petition. We 
reconimend that it be granted. The missions 
in Mexico and Brazil are making steady 
progress. The board of missions chosen by the 
last general congress has, by the fidelity, pains- 
taking and practical wisdom with which it 
has discharged its functions, proved itself 
worthy of the confidence imposed in it. 

The work of the women’s board of missions 
deserves your attention. In China 
and LBrazil,in Mexico and on the border 
and in the Indian territory in the schools 
under their care, through the Bible, the 
women, by hard work, have diligently 
ministered to the wants of the women 
and children and prepared the way of the 
Lord. Much of the success of our regular mis- 
sionary service is due to their efforts, and in 
many places this form of work has become in- 
dispensable. 

The literary enticements, of our time consti- 
tute a positive threatto the manhood and 
womanhood of the coming generation. All 
the worst and vilest elements of life 
pushed forth daily from the press in the 
tractive guise of fiction, and become the 
most exclusive nutriment of thousands of 
young minds. We are not disposed to deny 
that there is much in the _ form 
of fictitious literature not to 
be condemned, but the largest 
circulation is accorded to the sectional, senti- 
mental and dissipating expression of the men 
of corrupt minds and the vagaries of infidel 
thought, so attired that they may surreptions- 
ly make their way into the inner sanctuaries 
of uncorrupted natures, and poison the foun- 
tain of their faith. At any cost, our young 
people should be secured against this pest, 
and no means of security appears to 
us except that which is found = in 
thorough Christian education.

THROUGH THE STREETS OF RICHMOND 


The Procession a Mile and a Half is 
Length—Men, Women and Children 
All Assist in the Work. 
——_——— 

RIcHMonD, Va., May 7.—Richmond never 
Wicnessed or participated in such a scene as 
the ceremonies incident to the removal, this 
evening, of the trucks containing the eques- 
trian statue of General Rebert E. Lee, frotm 
the railway station to the Allen plat, where 
the statue is tobe erected. Shortly after & 
o'clock a procession was formed, with a squad 
of police ini front, followed by Chief Marshal 
Thomas A. Brander and assistants, mounted. 
Then came Lee Camp of Confederate Vetee 
rans, under whose auspices the removal was 
made, followed by the old veteran surgeon of 
the association. 

WOMEN AND CHILDREN DRAWING IT. 

: Immediately behind them came four trucks 
in single file with men, women and childrem 
tugging at ropes. The routeof the procession, 
which was about oneand a half miles im 
length, was down Broad street to First, 
through First to Franklin, out Franklin to 
the point of destination. The line of marche 
was literally packed with people from 
the starting point to the finish, while 
the cheering and waving of flags was con- 
tinuous. Here and there grown people would 
drop out of line and a rush would be made te 
fill their places. The beys, and some of the 
girls, however, kept their places on the ropes 
to the end. 

At Monroe park, which was the best vantage 
ground along the route of the procession, ropes 
were so crowded with people, they were con- 
Stantly treading .on each other's heels. As 
they passed the park there were five hundred 
grown ladies and girls whose fair hands held 
the ropes, Little tots were carried out into the 
streets, in their mother’s arms, and their smal! 
hands placed on the ropes. 

DIVIDING OUT THE ROPE. 

When the destruction was reached, there 
was a scramble by them for the ropes which 
had been drawn, and despite the efforts of the 
police, they succeeded in cutting them all toe 
pieces.

The Meeting of the Georgia Temperance 
Association at the Chamber of Commerce 
Today—Features of the Sessions. 


A question that comes up for discussion by 
the state temperance convention, which meets 
4n Atlanta today, may figure prominently in 
Georgia politics. 

That question if brought up by the recent 
decision of thie United States supreme court in 
‘the “original packet case’’ from Iowa. 

“Whenever,” says the opinion of the chief 
justice, ‘the law of a state amounts essentially 
to the regulation of commerce, as it does ; when 
it inhibits, directly or indirectly, the receipt of 
an imported commodity, or its disposition be- 


* fore it has ceased to become an article of trade 


between one state and another, it comes in con- 
flict with the power which, in this: particular, 
has been exclusively in the general govern- 
ment, and it is, therefore, void.” 

Justice Gray, in the dissenting opinion on 
behalf of himself and Justices Harlan and 
Brewer, says: 

“The consequence must be that an inhabi- 
tant of any state may, under pretext of inter- 
state commerce, and without license or super- 
vision of any public authority, carry, or send 
into, and sell in any or all the other states of 
the union, introducing liquor of whatever de- 
scription in cases or kegs, or even in single 
bottles or flasks, despite any legislation of 
those states on the subject, although his 
own state should be. the only one which had 
not enacted similar laws.”’ 

“That decision,” explained a prominent 
prohibitionist, ‘‘transfers the matter of tem- 
perance legislation from the state legislature 
tothe national congress. To be effective, 
then, popular conviction in the matter must 
be represented in congress. The prohibition-

A Legal Reform. 

A _movement jias been projected by the 
members of the Pittsburg Bar association to 
reform lega! verbiage. That this is a move 
in the right direction no one will be disposed 
to doubt. The written law of today is a 
mass of useless repetitions, and an ordinary 

feed conveying an acre of ground is so 
| tangled in a tortuous labyrinth of words as to 
rover more ground than the acre itself, and 
is almost unintelligible to the ordinary man. 
The law must be explicit, of course, but it 
frequently happens that one has to hunt for 
its meaning in a cloud of words, and a deed 
of sixty foolscap pages could be set forth 
clearly in six, while they spin their mort- 
gages out to interminable Jéhgths. 

The law needs improvement in more ways 
than one, but in no department more than 
this. If legal expressions were simplified 
and abbreviated it would be better for the 
lawyers and their clients and for the courts, 
whose proceedings, *‘long drawn out,”’ are 
freary, monotonous and wearying to the 
flesh. 

Some of the best lawyers in the country 
Bgreethat a reform is necessary, and are 
willing to subscribe to it; but on this line 
the Pittsburg Dispatch, which is heartily in 
favor of the movement, says that there are 
flifficulties in the way, and that the change 
will have to be made very carefully; and it 
ts the opinion of a learned judge that a test 
tase should be gotten up and the supreme 
pourt should pass on it. .

The sale of nearly $2,000,000 of Georgia 
state bonds, bearing three and ahalf per 
cent interest, at par, yesterday, was one 
event that the people of our state will be 
proud of.

This would not have 
made a satisfactory sale of the bonds, how- 
ever, if the men who had charge of their 
negotiation had been derelict in their duty, 
as Officers of the state. It is an easy matter 
to bungle a transaction as large asthe one 
just closed, and the variation of the smallest 
amount in the rate of interest would have 
created a great difference in the result to the 
state. Governor Gordon and Treasurer 
Hardeman deserve the thanks of the people 
of the state forthe admirable manner in 
which they handle the matter from its in- 
ception to its close. They have gotten a 
rate of interest for Georgia that is not ex- 
celled in states where they can get the assist- 
ence of the savings banks to buy their securi- 
ties.

A Matter of Business. 

The McKinlev {ariff bill pleases nobody, 
with the exception of a few favored manu- 
facturers, 

In New York the importers have held a 


‘meeting and entered their protest against the 


bill. 

The hardware dealers are practically unan- 
imous in opposing it, as they believe thatthe 
proposed high protective duties will injure 
their trade. 

Among the crockery dealers there is a big 
flurry. ‘They know that the monopoly given 
to a few glassware and pottery manufactu- 
rers will hurt their business. 

The farmers, in a solid phalanx, are indig- 
nant because an attempt is made to draw 
hundreds of millions of dollars out of their 
pockets to benefit about fifty manufacturers 
of fertilizers. 

As the discussion of the bill proceeds it 
becomes plainly evident that a few special 
classes favor the measure because it is nota 
tariff bill, but is in reality a high protective 
system. ‘The masses everywhere are against 
it. 

The New York Evening Post suggests that 
if republican wisdom is not equal to the task 
of framing a judicious tariff it would be good 
policy to let the matter alone. The present 
tariff with its average duties of fifty per cent 


.would be far less injurious to the country 


than a reckless system under which some of 
the duties would jump from forty-five to 
three hundred per cent. 

The McKinley bill is simply indefensible. 
Our legislative annals do not furnish an in- 
stance of a bolder attempt to run the govern- 


ment in the interest of the classes and against 


the masses, 

Our only safety is in going back to the good 
old democratic policy—a tariff to raise the 
revenue needed for the economical expenses 
of the government, with the duties so laid as 
to prevent the cheap labor of Europe from 
crushing the industries Which are necessary 
to our existence as an independent people. 


We Congratulate Congressman Stewart 

We take pleasure in setting Congressman 
Stewart right in regard to his vote on the 
copyright bill. He was first reported as not 
voting. Then his name appeared in the Con- 
gressional Record as voting against the bill. 
Now he says that the clerk of the house 
made a mistake in recording his vote, and 
he wants it understood that he voted for the 
bill. 

We are glad of it, and we extend our con- 
gratulations to Mr. Stewart. Ordinarily, a 
congressman need not be congratulated when 
he votes in line with the intelligent people 
of his district or state, because it is nothing 
more than might be expected. But, under 
the present circumstances, Congressman 
Stewart and Congressman Lester have won 
the applause of the intelligent people of 
Georgia by voting im behalf of national 
honesty.

JUST BEFORE THE SALE 

at 10 o’clock yesterday morning the rotund 
form of Hon. R. U. Hardeman, state treasurer, 
was comfortably seated in the big chair, spe- 
cially made to fit it, in his private office. Hon. 
W. Y. Atkinson, of Coweta, had just dropped 
in to report progress front the county of Coweta 
and to see how the state’s credit was getting 
ou. The handsome face of Humphreys Cas- 
tleman, the broker, was seen in the back- 
ground; Hon. J. J. Spalding was seated in an 
arm-chair nearly as large as the one the treas- 
urer occupied. 

Jack Spalding’s eyes were as bright and 
keen as a Kentucky racer, and his physical 
appearance gave every evidence that the re- 
cent statement about his failing health was 
not true. He was gently watching the game 
as intently as any Kentuckian could watch the 
top of a driver in an exciting horse race. 

Seated in a corner was a fine looking gentle- 
man who looked like a northwestern capital- 
ist. Later it was learned that he came from 
Chicago. 

After a laugh all around at a couple of stale 
anecdotes told by a newspaper man present— 
in which, however the dreamer did not join 
because he had a serious job before him—the 
party was informed that the opening of the 
bids would not take place until twelve o’clock 
so as to give plenty of time for no mistakes to 
be made on account of time. The hour of 
twelve arrived without further interference 
or any new bids. The governor came in and 
Treasurer Hardeman went to his vault and 
brought three large envelopes copiously cov- 
ered with sealing wax and addressed accord- 


ing to law. 
THE BIDS OPENED. 

The treasurer tore open the seal of one and 
read the bid of George A.Speer,of LaGrange, 
Ga., who bid par for the whole issue, offer- 
ing to take them at four per cent. After a 
careful reading of the bids and a careful in- 
spection of the enclosed check for fifty thou- 
sand dollars, as required by the advertisement, 
Treasurer Hardeman laid them down on the 
table and picked up the next. : 

This was a bid from Pat Calhoun, who of- 
fered one-sixteenth premium on five hundred 
thousand dollars of the bonds at three and 
ahalf percent. This was accompanied with 
the check of Calhoun, King & Spalding for 
fifty thousand dollars, duly certified by the 
Central Railread and Banking company. 

This, in time,was laid down and the remain- 
ing envelopes were opened.t It contained a bid 
from John H. Inman for the whole issue 
at par at three and a half 
per cent. This bid was accompanied 
by a check drawn by S. M. Inman for $50,000, 
and certified by the Atlanta National bank. 

THE INMAN BOND ACCEPTED. 

The meeting was dismissed and all retired 
but the governor aud treasurer. After con- 
sulting some time it was finally announced 
that the bid of Mr. John H. Inman was ac- 
cepted for the whole issue at par for a three 
and a haif per cent bond. 
satisfied, and the deal was closed with as little 
excitement as if thestate were only negotiating 
a loan of a few hundred dollars. 

THE LAST SALE OF BONDS. 

-The last sale of state bonds occurred during 
Governor MeDanieél’s administration, and the 
contract was signed on the fifth day of May. 
1885. Fred Wolff and Charles W. Rodgers, 
of New York, were the purchasers of three mil- 
lion four hundred and fifty-five thousand dol- 
lars of state bonds, for which they paid five- 
sixteenths of one per cen: premium on a four 
and a halfpercentbond. This was consid- 
ered at the time the best negotiation ever 
made by a southern state, and under the cir- 
cumstances Was @ most magnificent sale. 

When the prospectus for these bonds was

Pietion who were largely. interested in 
Georgia bonds, who had purchased the new 
bonds, and who desired a decision from the 
attorney-general that the savings banks of the 
state of New York could invest in the new 
bonds of the state of<@eorgia, employed Hon. 
Pat Calhoun and Hon. N. J. Hammond to 
argue the case before the attorney-general of 
New York. The case was com in June, 
1885, at Albany, and Judge O. H. Lochrane 
and Mr. Hutchins, of New York, represented 
the bulk of the repudiated bonds. The legal 
battle continued several days, and while the 
decision was not all that was expected by the 
friends of Georgia, Mr. Calhoun and Coionel 
Hammond got in some good facts and an 
abundance of good law that completely set all 
question over the state’s credit at rest. The 
new four and a half per cent bonds found a 
ready sale, and from that day to this they have 
been increasing in value, until today these 
four and a half per cent bonds are worth one- 
nineteen in the state of New York or any- 
where else. 

HOW CAPITAL FEELS NOW. 

The holders of the invalid old bonds were so 
badly demoralized over the fight that they 
have never followed it up, but Governer Gor- 
din an! Treasurer Hardeman, thinking they 
might be troubled in some way, went to New 
York a few weeks since and. carefully went 
over the whole matter of the state’s indebted- 
ness and the state’s credit with leadiug capi- 
talists there, and it turns out that their trip 
was of great service to the state. 

“T- believe,’ said Governor Gordon this 
morning, “that I could have floated a three 
per cent bond of the state of Georgiajfi had 
sold them in smail Jots and paid acommission 
to brokers on each sale, but I new there was 
riskin it, and I concluded to give it this 
direction.” Se 

“*Yes,”’ saj T Hardeman,‘“‘I amsure 
it wasthe best—we could not beat this sale, 
and I was satisfied of one thing, we could try 
it if we had failed to get three anda _ haif per 
cent, which is about what athree per cent 
bond and commissions would have cost. Then, 
if we had failed to get rid of ail the issue we 
would have had trouble with what was left.” 

It is generally conceded among financial men 
that the sale of the bonds was a great compli- 
ment to the state, and thatthe governor and 
state treasurer deserves the thanks of all our 
citizens. :

He 
said the south then, by 
stress of circumstances, 
could not give her at- 
tention to the great ques- gf 4 
tions of state on currency *% 
and on the tariif, as she 
does now. 

Colley then showed up Lawson’s extremely 
vulnerable war record. Though he was of age, 
rich and childless, he did not appear on.any of 
the fields where men were so urgently needed. 
His only service was as a war legis!ator in the 
Prudence Battery” over at Milledgevillo. 

Only a few weeks ago Judge Lawson joined 
the alliance and had it published to the 
world. At the “time he was a lawyer, 
had paid his license as such, 
and was secretary and treasurer, and ex-officio 
president of the Eatonton railroad. Mr. Col- 
ley had the certificates to show these facts. He 
said Judge Lawson would wake up some fine 
morning and find himself a railroad president 
and not a farmer. 

This is Colley’s native county. Of course he 
carried the crowd overwhelmingiy, The ex- 
pressions from the people show beyond all doubt 
that Colley will carry this county without dif- 
ficulty. 

Another Account. 

WASHINGTON, Ga., May 7.—[Special.]— 
There was a large political meeting in Wilkes, 
which was addressed by Lawson and Colley 
both. It was called by friends of Judge Law- 
son, who desired to hear him. As twelve 
counties cannot each send a native, a large 
number of Wilkes’s voters wished to hear 
Judge Lawsen. After this meeting was 
appointed, Mr. Colley’s friends wished 
him to address the county, and, of 
course, all were willing to add him 
as speaker. Both gentlemen — with much 
earnestness to a very large audience composed 
of the best citizens from all over Wilkes 
county. 

Judge Lawson has a strong following in 
Wilkes, who will organize, and are deter- 
mined that there shall be a fair representation 
in the convention. Mr. Colley, of course, has 
strong friends, but only.‘a vote can tell which 
side will carry the county. Mr. Colley has 
formidable opposition. 

[t is believed by many of our citizens that 
Judge Lawson will carry the county by a good 
majority. 

A Lady Describes the Candidates. 

WASHINGTON, Ga., May 7.—[Special.]—Mr. 
Lawson spoke first. Heis a large, tall, stout 
blonde, not a bit handsome, but with a mas- 
sive head. He has not much 
grace of oratory, and must be distinguished 
more for the matter than the manner of his 
address. He spoke for an hour anda half, 
went over all the points on which his audience 
could claim to know his views, and was ap- 
planded. 

Frank Colley is a tall, dark, handsome man, 
whom people say looks like Dr. Hawthorne, but 
as the ladies here say, he is a great deal hand- 
somer than Dr. Hawthorne. He isa fluent, 
ready speaker with much tact, and was 
strongly applauded also. He is more of an 
orator than Lawson. 


THE RACE IN THE NINTH. 


Judge Brown and Hon. Thomas Winn Before 
an Alliance Meeting. 

ALPHARETTA, Ga., May 7.—[Special.]—The 
political pot has begun its simmering here,and 
a few more such heats will bring it to a boil. 

The county alliance met to suggest candi- 
dates for the senate and house of representa- 
tives, which they did by presenting as their 
candidate for the senate from the thirty-ninth 
district Rev. J. H. Johnston, while A. W. 
Devore was the lucky man for the house. 

These gentlemen are presented to the demo- 
crats of the county as the alliance candidates 
simply, and will run in the democratic prima- 
ries or convention, whichever may be held, 
and abide the result.

THE CORONER'S INQUEST IN THE 
BRADLEY KILLING FINISHED. 


Afier Examining a Large Number of Wit- 
nesses the Result of the Deliberations 
of the Jury Is a Verdict of Murder. 


The verdict is murder. 

That is in the case of the killing of J. M. 
Bradley by C. M. Ozburn, Monday. 

Yesterday was the third day of the session, 
and during the time of the investigation 
a Jarge uiumber of witnesses. were exam- 
ined. No new facts were developed, more 
than has been already published. Even the 
characters of the dead man and his slaver were 
investigated, and every possible light brought 
to bear on the case. - 

But the evidence was very much against the 

prisoner, and the jury failed. to discover any 
| éxtenrating circumstances. 
So the verdict was that J. M. Bradley came 
to his death by gun-shot wounds inflicted by 
the hand of C. M. Ozburn. and gave it as their 
opinion that it was murder. 

The verdict was rendered shortly after noon, 
but the excitement of another shooting affray 
had engrossed pubke-opinion, and for the time 
the Bradley-Ozburn tragedy gras lost sight of,<o 
that the jury had adjourned sometime before 
the nature of the verdict became known. 

So far the attorneys in the case liave taken 
no steps im the matter, and Ozbura has been 
given no preliminary hearing.

REVOLUTIONIZE THINGS. 


A Prolonged Test by Chief Engineer Craw- 
ford, of the Thompson-Houston Com- 
pany, on a Seventy-Degree Curve. 


Atlanta is everything on wheels. 

All sorts of cars and car appliances have been 
invented here, and now an Atlanta wheel 
promises to revolutionize the wheel business 
wherever there are railroad curves. 

THE Constitution printed, some days ago, 
an account of the preliminary test of the Cooper 
anti-friction wheel. 

The thing is very simple, and that makes it 
all the more wonderful—wonderful because no- 
body thought of so simple and effective a con- 
trivance before. 

The gist of the matter is that the outside 
wheel on a curve has to travel farther than the 
wheei which has the inside track. An ordi- 
nary wheel can’t do this without slipping. 
That means friction, and friction means 
trouble—trouble te furnish enough power and 
trouble to keep the car from jumping the 
track. ; 

But the friction wheel isa wheel within a 
wheel. When it gets on the outside of a curve 
it divides time with the friction wheel, which 
slips on the axle and makes up the time the 
fixed wheel could not make without slipping 


on the rail. 

The test was made on a seventy,degree 
curve at the car house of the 
Fulton County Electric railway. Mr. 
Crawford attached an ampere meter to the 
machinery, and Mr. Crawley marked the num- 
ber of amperes registered by the 500-volt cur- 
rent when applied to start the car on the mid- 
die of the curve. Thecontroller was turned 
to point 22 on its dial each time. and four tests 
of this kind were made on car 7 and car 14, the 
first fitted with the Cooper wheel, and the 
second without it. The four readings 
showed an average of eighty-one amperes for 
the plain car and eighty-three for the car wita 
anti-friction wheels. This showed a ‘difference 
of about one and two-thirds horse-power In 
favor of the plain car, but this may have been 
accounted for by some variation in the cur- 
rent, which was estimated at five hundred 
volts, but was accurately measured only for 
amperes. 5 

The superiority of the anti-friction wheel 
was plainly shown, however, when Mr. Craw- 
ford ran the plain car backwards over the 
curve. It jumped the track repeatedly where 
the car with the anti-friction wheel had rolled 
along smoothly. 

“The test clearly demonstrates that the 
anti-friction wheel is right in principle,”’ 
said Mr. Crawford after the test 
“the thing that remains to be done is to test 
the practical working of it under a heavy 
load,accurately measuring meters and amperes 
by instruments not located on the car where 
they are affected by the jar.”’ 

Mr. Cooper explained that the test wheels 
were made of soft, gray iron, and would not 
work as easily as chilled metal. Mr. Crawley, 
of the Thompson Houston company, remarked 
that this would make considerable difference, 
and a good oiling would make more. 

Mr. Howell Irwin, who is interested in the 
wheel with Mr. Cooper, and is attorney for 
the patent, says they will take a set of wheels 
to Boston, where the most extensive electrical 
plants in the country are located, and test 
them thoroughly there. Then it is proposed to 
organize a company to make them. Itis said 
that the cost will only exceed that of our ordi- 
nary wheel by fifteen per cent. 

A great point in the matter is that the long 
electric cars have to run upon short tracks 
only six feet from center to center of wheels 
in order to clear their seventy degree curves 
easily. Itis thought the anti-friction wheel 
will enable them to use an eight-foot track, 
which will be much better. 

But the principle will apply also on rail- 
roads where the curves do not go beyond

At the Corner of Pryor and Wheat Streets 
for 835,0¢60—Other Real Estate News—A 
Big Sale by the Rome Land Company. |

Every virgin is virtuous; and, as a gen- 
mat proposition, a woman who, out of wedlock 
and with her own consent, has parted with her 
virginity, is not virtuous, 

o Whether a particular woman had parted 
with her virginity before the alleged seduction 
took place, isa ape for the jury. Vhefat- 
firmative may be established by evidence, 
direct or circumstantial ; and conduct tendin 
to show a debauched mind, the loss of mora 
chastity, may be considered. — 

$, The want of moral chastity may also be 
regarded on the question whether the woman, 


though a virgin, was really seduced, or wheth- 
er she shared the intercourse ‘or the gratifica- 


tion of Jascivious propensities not inflamed by 
the arts or importunity of the accused. 

4. In trying a charge of seduction, the jury 
may apply their knowledge of human nature 
and of the customs of society to interpret con- 
duct, refer it to its sources and follow it to its 
consequences. They may use such knowledge, 
not to determine What a virtuous woman Is, 
but upon the question whether a particular 
woman Was or was not virtuous (according to 
the legal standard) at a giveu time. 

5. Intercourse brought about by promise of 
marriaye only, with no aid from persuasion or 
other false and fraudulent means, will not con- 
stitate the offense of seduction, the statutory 
words being, ‘‘If any person shall by persuasion 
and promises of marriage, or other false and 
fraudulent means, seduce a virtuous unmarried 
femmaie,’’ ete.

a rule against the sheriff; aud in the mean- 
time if the parties could sell their 
respective interests in the property they 
would deliver the same to the purchaser unin- 
cumbered. Onarule for distribution of the 
fund in the sheriff’s hands, the general judg- 
ment creditor contended that, under the facts, 
only the equity of redemption in the mort- 
gaged property passed at the sheriff’s sale; 
while the mortgagee claimed that the agree- 
ment between her and the judgment creditor 
gave her the right toclaim the fund to the 
saine extent as if the property had been sold 
free from the lien of the mortgage. Held:

THE STOCK MARKET. 
The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
exchange. 

New York, May 7.—The stock market was }ess 
active today in the regular list, but trusts showed 
an increased animation, and the total transactions 
in them exceeded those of- any day this week. The 
snarket was not positively strong at any time of 
the day, but rallied promptly from an early des 
pression, though the final changes are generally 
inthe direction of lower figures. The London 
pnarket was lower this morning,caused by the effect 
of the story cabled trom this side Jast evening, 
that the discussion of the silver bill had been 
postponed for three weeks, and the cables this 
yorning brought a liberal complement of selling 
orders, though the latter are open to the suspicion 
of having their origin on this side of the water. 
Traders who have been looking for a reaction 
of some magnitude from day to day added their 
mite to selling orders in the hope of catching stop 
orders, many of which were known to be in the 
snarket.and the device met with some success in 
some directions. The early pressure was specially 
severe, as might be expected, in London favorites 
and stocks of the warring western roads, none 
reeming disposed to support the latter when at- 
tacked. Concessions, however, amounted to frac- 
tions only. After the opening thedectines ranged 
up to®, percent. Offerings were met by a steady 
cdemand from commission houses, which soon had 
the effect of rallying the general list, and Chicago, 
Gas, Oregon, Trans-Continental and _ trusts 
became specially conspicuous for their resistance 
to the pressure brought to bear. Later in the day 
the market became dull, but in the afternoon buy- 
ing was resumed in a few stocks, which imparted 
a strong tone to the rest of the list, and sugar re- 
tineries in the last hour spurted up over two per 
cent, followed by Wheeling and Lake Erie com 
mon, which reached the highest figure for the 
week past, and Kansas and Texas new preferred 
stock. Northern Pacitic was also prominent for 
both activity and strength in the afternoon, but 
Union Pacific was specially weak, and 
is the only stock showing a material decline for 
the day, the theory being that a prominent house 
has closed out alarge line init.

THE CHICAGO MAREET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions, 

CHICAGO, May 7—There was less doing in wheat 
today, still a fair business was transacted. There 
was some rather heavy realizing on the part of op- 
erators. Cool Lut otherwise fine weather and 
improved crop prospects, together with less favor- 
able foreign market reports and increasing Euro- 
pean shipments, hada tendency to create weak- 
ness, and stimulated a desire tosel]. The opening 
was a trifle firmer than yesterday's closing, but the 
market immediately weakened, prices declining, 
with only slight fluctuations, 17,c for July, rallied 
quickly to the extent of %4c, eased off again and 
closed about 1°4¢ lower than vesterday. May de- 
clined 2%4c and closed 1I'4c lower, and June closed 
2°<c lower. Local traders were bearishly inclined 
on unfavorable crop reports. 

Corn—There was another large day’s business 
transacted in this market, but the feeling devel- 
oped was much weaker, a sharp break being re- 
recorded. The market at the opening manifested 
signs ofa break,which occurred later, when prices 
declined 14@%%c. There was heavy realizing on 
local account, longs selling freely, and this, to- 
gether with large offerings for the country, weak- 
ened the market, the demand-being scattered. The 
break was a natural reaction from tho bullish en- 
ergy manifested for some days past. The specu- 
lative market opened at nearly the closing prices 
of yesterday, was weak and declined, with some 
reactions, %4at%c, rallied a little, ruled steady 
and closed 5,@ic lower than yesterday. 

Oats were slow but steady, price changes being 
restricted to ic. Crop reports were not so favor- 
able. 

Mess pork -Trading was comparatively light. 
The feeling was easy with frequent fluctuations in 
prices, and on the whole averaged lower. The 
opening sales were made at dc decline, and prices 
irregularly receded 10a@12%c and closed guiet at 
medium figures. 

Lard—There was considerable pressure to sell, 
especially for May and July, and the feeling was 
weak during a greater part of the day. The open- 
ing sales were made at 24%4@5c decline, and a fur- 
ther reduction was submitted to. Later the feel- 
ing was steadier, and the market closed quiet at 
inside figures. 

Short ribs—A fair trade was reported, but the 
feeling was somewhat unsettled. At the opening 
the shorts bought moderate quantities which tem- 
porarily sustained prices, Later a weaker feeling 
prevailed, and prices receded 5@744c. Toward the 
close the feeling was steadier, and prices rallied 
slightly and the market closed quiet.
